MEETING  OF  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS. 


Greensboro,  N.  C,  July  14,  1904. 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  North  Carolina  Railroad 
Company  met  at  the  BenboAV  Hotel,  in  the  city  of  Greens- 
boro, N.  C,  on  Thursday,  July  14th,  1904,  at  11  o'clock  a.  m. 

Present:  H.  G.  Chatham,  President;  V.  E.  Turner,  L. 
Banks  Holt,  W.  H.  Williams,  S.  C.  Penn,  C.  M.  Cooke,  Jr., 
Geo.  P.  Pell,  L.  M.  Michaux,  Hugh  McRae,  Benehan  Cam- 
eron and  William  E.  Holt. 

On  motion,  the  sevei-al  reports  submitted  by  the  President 
of  the  Company,  the  Land  Committee,  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  and  Expert,  were  re- 
ceived and  referred  to  the  Stockholders'  Meeting  to  convene 
this  day. 

On  motion  of  Hugh  McRae,  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer 
was  directed  to  pay  to  Col.  A.  B.  Andrews,  the  First  Vice- 
President   of   the   Scnithern   Railway   Company,   the   sum   of 
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nine  hundred  and  three  and  58-100  dollars,  to  euver  olaini 
for  taxes  paid  on  the  Union  Passenoer  Station  at  Raleigh, 
N.  C,  for  the  benefit  of  the  North  Carolina  Railroad  Com- 
pany. 

On  motion  of  Hugh  McRae,  the  folio-wing  pi'eamble  and 
resolution  was  adopted : 

"Whereas,  An  application  has  been  made  to  this  Board 
to  cdiange  the  securities  now  on  deposit  in  the  First  National 
Bank  of  Charlotte,  N.  C,  under  the  terms  of  the  lease  to 
the  Southern  Railway  Co.,  by  the  North  Carolina  Railroad 
ComjDany,  it  is 

"Resolved,  That  as  the  United  States  4  per  cent,  bonds 
recently  deposited  by  the  Southern  Raihvay  Company  with 
the  First  National  Bank  of  Charlotte,  N.  C,  and  accepted 
by  this  Board  as  security  for  the  lease  money,  are  thoroughly 
satisfactory  and  desirable,  and  strictly  in  accordance  with 
the  specific  terms  of  the  lease;  therefoi'e,  it  is  the  sense  of 
this  Board  that  it  is  not  advisable  to  permit  a  change  of 
said  securities  at  the  present  time. ' ' 

On  motion  of  Dr.  V.  E.  Turner,  it  is  ordered  that  H.  G. 
Chatham,  President  of  this  Company,  be  appointed  to  con- 
fer Avith  Col.  A.  B.  Andrews,  First  Vice-President  of  the 
Southern  Railway  Company,  with  refernece  to  the  rebuild- 
ing of  the  hotel  at  Burlington,  N.  C,  and  that  he  insist  that 
the  terms  of  the  lease  be  complied  with  strictly  in  that  be- 
half. 

On  motion,  the  Board  adjourned.

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MEETING  OF   STOCKHOLDERS. 


Greensboro,  N.  C,  July  14,  1904. 

The  Sto(Mvluil(lers  of  the  North  Carolina  Railroad  Com- 
pany met  at  the  Benbow  Hotel,  in  the  city  of  Greensboro, 
N.  C,  on  Thnrsday,  July  14th,  1904,  at  12  o'clock  m. 

B.  S.  Jerman,  Esq.,  was  unanimously  cliosen  Chairman 
and  D.  H.  McLean  was  elected  Secretary.  The  Chairman 
called  upon  the  Proxy  Committee,  composed  of  Benehan 
Cameron,  C.  D.  Benbow  and  C.  G.  Wright,  to  make  their  re- 
port. The  Proxy  Committee  reported  that  of  the  10,000 
shares  of  the  private  stock  of  the  Compimy,  there  were 
8,158  shares  represented  in  the  meeting,  either  in  person  or 
by  proxy — 1,120  in  person  and  7,0.38  by  proxy.  Dr.  J.  R. 
McLelland  presented  his  commission  as  State's  proxy,  rep- 
resenting the  State's  stcek  of  30,000  shares  in  the  Com- 
pany. The  Chairman  announced  that  under  the  by-laws 
there  were  a  sufficient  number  of  shares  of  stock  of  the  Com- 
pany represented  for  the  transaction  of  business,  and  called 
on  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  for  his  annual  statement 
of  the  financial  condition  of  the  affairs  of  the  Company, 
which  report  was  read,  apj^roved  and  ordered  printed,  to- 
gether with  the  report  of  the  President  and  other  reports 
and  proceedings  of  the  meeting. 

The  following  jDersons  were  unanimously  elected  Direc- 
tors of  the  Company  on  the  part  of  the  State  for  the  ensu- 
ing year,  to-wit :  L.  Banks  Holt,  V.  E.  Turner,  H.  G.  Chat- 
ham, L.  M.  Michaux,  ^Y.  H.  Williams,  S.  C.  Penn,  C.  M. 
Cooke,  Jr.,  and  Geo.  P.  Pell.  The  following  gentlemen  were 
nominated  as  members  of  the  Committee  of  Finance,  to-wit: 
B.  S.  Jerman,  W.  E.  Holt,  Benehan  Cameron,  E.  H.  Fries 
and  E.  Chambers  Smith. 

The  Secretary  was  directed  to  cast  the  vote,  on  the  part 
of  the  i^rivate  stockholders,  for  Benehan  Cameron,  William 
E.  Holt,  R.  F.  Hoke  and  Hugh  McRae;  whereupon  these  gen- 
tlemen ewre  declared  elected  directors  of  the  company. 
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On  motion  of  Benelian  Cameron,  the  by-laws  were  amended 
as  follows : 

Section  1,  under  the  head  of  transfer  of  stock,  shall  be 
amended  by  striking  out  the  words  ''first  day  of  June  of 
each  year,"  and  substituting  the  words  "fifteenth  of  June 
of  each  year. ' ' 

On  motinn,  the  Proxy  Committee  was  continued  as  here- 
tofore constituted.

The  Board  of  Directors  was  called  to  order  by  the  Pres- 
ident of  the  Company  at  the  Benbow  Hotel,  in  the  city  of 
Greensboro,  N.  C,  on  Thursday,  July  14th,  1904,  at  3  o  'clock 
p.  m. 

Present:  H.  G.  Chatham,  W.  H.  Williams,  C.  M.  Cooke, 
Jr.,  Hugh  McRae,  S.  C.  Penn,  Geo.  P.  Pell,  William  E.  Holt, 
L.  Banks  Holt,  V.  E.  Turner,  L.  M.  Michaux  and  Benehan 
Cameron. 

On  motion.  Dr.  Y.  E.  Turner  was  elected  Cliairman. 

On  motion  of  Benehan  Cameron,  H.  G.  Chatham  Avas  unan- 
imously elected  President  for  one  year  from  this  date,  re- 
ceiving nine  votes.

On  motion,  William  E.  Holt  and  Benehan  Cameron  were 
elected  members  of  the  Finance  Committee,  on  the  part  of 
the  private  stockholders,  and  B.  S.  Jennan,  Ed.  Chambers 
Smith  and  F.  H.  Fries  were  elected  on  the  same  committee 
on  the  part  of  the  State. 

On  motion,  a  resolution  heretofore  adopted  with  regard 
to  the  issuance  of  passes  to  the  stockholders  of  the  North 
Carolina  Railroad  Co.,  to  the  annual  meeting,  was  amended 
by  substituting  the  words  ''Agent  of  the  Southern  Railway 
Company"  for  ''Agent  of  the  Richmond  &  Danville  Rail- 
road Company." 

On  motion  of  Dr.  V.  E.  Turner,  the  Treasurer  was  ordered 
to  pay  the  August  Dividend,  due  the  State  of  North  Caro- 
lina, to  the  State  Treasurer  immediately,  and  take  his  re- 
ceipt for  the  same.

To  the   Stockhcklers  and  Beard   of  Directors  of  the  North 

Carolina  Eailroad  Company: 

Gentlemen:  In  compliance  with  tlie  by-laws  of  your  Com- 
pany, I  herewith  submit  the  rejDorts  of  your  Secretary  and 
Treasurer,  Expert  and  Finance  Committee.  They  give  sub- 
stantial evidence  of  the  excellent  condition  of  your  property 
and  the  wise  and  efficient  manner  in  which  you  have  con- 
ducted its  affairs.  The  report  of  your  Expei't  shows  the 
physical  condition  of  the  j^roperty  to  be  good.  Your  Fi- 
nance Committee  reports  the  books  and  records  of  your 
Secretary  and  Treasurer  and  his  office  in  correct  and  proper 
shape,  and  your  Secretary  and  Treasurer  reports  that  the 
indebtedness  of  $10,000,  which  you  found  upon  the  books 
of  the  Company  at  the  beginning  of  this  administration,  has 
been  paid  in  full,  and  that  he  has  to  his  credit  the  sum  of 
$1,943.25  in  cash  and  more  than  $2,000.00  in  bills  receivable. 
In  the  jDayment  of  this  debt  it  is  but  just  to  your  adminis- 
tration to  say  that  $4,803.37  has  been  saved  from  the  amount 
allowed  you  for  organization  expenses,  and  the  balance  of 
$5,196.63  has  been  realized  from  the  sale  of  real  estate  in 
the  city  of  Burlington.  Your  Company  still  owns  a  large 
number  of  valuable  lots  in  and  near  Burlington  that  are 
rapidly  enhancing  in  value,  as  the  city  is  'ouilt  up.  This 
property  is  being  wisely  managed  by  your  efficient  Land 
Committee,  to  whose  report  I  refer  you  for  detail  of  the 
transactions  made  under  their  direction. 

On  February  3rd,  last,  your  Directors  met  at  the  office  of 
the  First  National  Bank,  in  the  city  of  Charlotte,  and  re- 
ceived from  your  Lessee,  The  Southern  Railway  Co.,  by  its 
First  Vice-President,  Col.  Andrews,  United  States  bonds  in 
the  sum  of  $175,000,  maturing  in  the  year  1925,  in  exchange 
for  a  like  amount  then  held,  which  were  subject  to  call  in 
1908.     These  bonds,  according  tt)  the  requirements  of  your 
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lease,  are  now  en  deposit  in  the  said  First  National  Bank  of 
Cliarlotte,  as  eollatei-al  security  for  the  prompt  and  faith- 
i'ul  perfin'mance  of  the  obligations  of  your  Lessee. 

I  oongratulate  you  upon  the  conditions  which  have  made 
possible  this  flattering  report,  and  bespeak  during  your  in- 
cumbency your  Continued  wise  guardianship  of  tliis  valual)le 
proi)erty.

AMINE NORTH  CAROLINA  RAILROAD,  1903. 


Greensboro,  N.  C,  October  14,  1903. 
Mr.  Samuel  Spencer,  President  Sonthern  Ry.,  No.  80  Broad- 
way, New  York  City;   Mr.  H.  G.  Chatham,  President  N. 
C.  R.  R.,  Elkin,  N.  C: 

Gentlemen:  We  have  to  report  that  the  North  Carolina 
Railroad  was  examined  by  us  from  Charlotte  to  Goldsboro 
on  October  7th  and  8th,  inst. 

From  Charlotte  to  Greensboro,  we  find  it  a  first-class 
single  track  road,  in  every  respect.  From  Greensboro  to 
Selma  the  road  is  rock  ballasted,  and  has  rail  60-lbs.  and 
above,  and  is  in  very  excellent  order.  From  Selma  to  Golds- 
boro there  is  no  rock  ballast,  and  a  small  portion  of  50-lb. 
rails  are  still  in  the  track.  This  portion  of  the  line  is  bet- 
ter than  when  leased,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  roll- 
ing stock  is  heavier  and  the  speed  faster,  we  recommend 
that  the  line  from  Selma  to  Goldsboro  be  ballasted.
